War Depends on Carranza 
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Fzna/ Action Awaits Report 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—If Carranza troops were responsi- 


ble for the Carrizal battle, Carranza can settle the affair by de- 
nouncing their action, the State Department officially indicated 
this afternoon. 


WASHINGTON, June 23.—Eliseo Arredondo, Mexican ambas- 


sador designate, today personally informed diplomatic representa- 
tives of South, and Central American republics that the Carranza 
troops in the State of Chihuahua, were under orders not to attack 
American troops unless the Americans assumed the aggressivfe. 
Offer Discrepancy Explanation 


_ Arredondo stated that he acted on instructions from his for- 
eign office. When asked whether the warning of General Trevino, 
the Carranza commander in Chihuahua, that he would attack any 
American force moving east, west or south had been rescinded, 
he said his instructions made no mention of that matter. 


It was suggested in some'quarters that the discrepancy between 


the Arredondo version of the orders and General Trevino's 'action 
was to be explained by the fact that the Mexicans would contend 
that nny movement other than north by American troops was an 
aggressive act. 
Mediation Idea Revived 


Arredondo's hurried visits to his South and Central American 


colleagues revived talk of the possibility of offers of mediation of 
present and past difficulties. The State Department, however, 
has plainly indicated that it does not desire mediation and does 
riot consider there is anything to mediate. 


Administration officials looked upon the Arredondo explana- 


tions as a plain effort to line up South and Central America be- 
hind Mexico, if not in force, at least in sympathy.

Watchful waiting was invoked anew by the administration to- 


day in the Mexican problem. Help in framing this government's 
course—presumably diplomatic, but possibly stronger—was ex- 
pected in a preliminary report of General Pershing on the Carri- 
zal battle. His -report, decoded early today, was understood to 
contain the story of Tenth cavalry stragglers, putting responsi- 
bility for the affair upon the Mexicans. The full official version, 
based on officers' reports, was expected from Pershing during 
the day. • • ' 
Rush Militia Mobilization 


Meantime war department activity centered in getting militia 


troops ready for border service. Ten thousand men, gathered 
from the central and western departments, will leave as soon as 
they can be prepared. Probably this will be in a very few days. 


The administration position up to early today tended to class 


the Carrizal incident with the now forgotten Parral clash and the 
more recent unprovoked attack on American sailors at Mazatlan. 
American Soldiers Kept Prisoners 


One source of real trouble in the Carrizal affair apparently re- 


maining, is the fact that American prisoners are still held in Mex- 
ican custody. As for Carranza himself, administration men have 
reason to believe he is trying to get his men in line and to avoid 
hostilities. On the other, hand the attitude of his generals is man- 
ifestly unpleasant. General Trevino's reported approval of the 
Carrizal clash and his announcement that he would take similar 
action again, in the same circumstances, was regarded here as in- 
dicative of a threatening trend of events perhaps beyond Carran- 
za's control. 
Believe War Unavoidable 


This government unquestionably will make demands upon Car- 


ranza for release of American prisoners taken in the Carrizal bat- 
tle as soon as it is definitely established how many were captured, 
it was officially stated -today. 


The returning cavalrymen are understood to have told Pershing 


that the Mexicans were at fault in the trouble. 


Army men generally said today they did not believe the Carrizal 


ncident by itself will provoke war, though, they expressed them- 
selves as believing war cannot be avoided ultimately.

Mexicans Hope for Settlement 


MEXICO CITY, June 23.—Salvador and Costa Rica have noti- 


fied the Mexican government that they will join Mexico in op- 
posing invasion by the United States, it was stated today. 


Though armed conflict with the United States is now considered 


imminent, the Mexican people still hope for a settlement of the 
controversy by diplomatic conference. 


Thursday was a holiday in the capital, being the religious fes- 


tival of Corpus Christi. Business was suspended generally. The 
streets and parks were crowded. The people talked nothing but 
the prospects of war with the United States. 


Mexican business men expressed belief that the United States 


would not risk destroying her friendly relations with Latin-Amer- 
ican countries, after laboring so hard to establish them, by con- 
flict with Mexico. They believe the American government realizes 
that- the invasion of Mexico would arouse hostility against the 
United States through Central and South America, endangering, 
if not ruining, the trade connections of American merchants and 
manufacturers. In fact, all classes of people seem to believe that 
some way will be found out of the difficulty without a permanent 
breach of friendly relations.

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THE SPIRIT OF INTERVENTION. 


If there appeared one ray of hope that inter- 


vention and war in Mexico may be avoided, we 
should do all in our power to magnify it. None 
can be seen. 
• 
. 
- 


All northern Mexico has been an armed camp 


for several months, facing towards the American 
line. Within the last few weeks it has become 
openly hostile, greatly strengthened by the join- 
ing of interests of different factions and the 
support in action and sentiment of the Mexican 
people. The occupation of two towns in Chihua- 
hua by General Pershing, and the fight between 
a detachment of American cavalry and Carran- 
zista soldiers at Carrizal are acts beyond diplo- 
matic adjustment, unless some miracle inter- 
venes. 


The vacillating, inefficient, .infirm policy of 


the Washington administration during the last 
few years has forced the nation into a crisis 
where it must defend itself. Regrettable .as war 
is, when it comes it should be prosecuted vigor- 
ously, effectively and even ruthlessly. In this 
way only can it be brought to a speedy end. The 
army knows its task and its duty. We hope the 
politicians and sentimentalists will not longer 
interfere. 


With small wonder the people of Latin America 


are suspicious of the intentions of the United 
States in intervening in Mexico. The policy of 
the government has been so changeable and un- 
certain that they are unable to rely upon assur- 
ances from Washington. In such a situation it 
would be fortunate if the people of the other 
American republics could know the attitude of 
the American people with regard to Mexico. We 
believe the motives of intervention which the 
great majority of our citizens endorse are these: 


To clear our southern border of the menace of 


pillage and murder by bandits and of attacks 
under orders of those who have usurped author- 
ity in Mexico; 


To impress upon all Mexicans the fact that the 


lives and property of Americans on American 
territory must never again be violated; to teach 
this lesson by the destruction, capture or dis- 
persal of those who have participated in attacks 
on the border, those who have approved such 
attacks and those who have failed to punish the 
"Senders or have opposed their punishment; 


To re-establish government in Mexico which 


shall respect and enforce law and order, and 
which shall guarantee protection to foreign citi- 
zens in Mexico on legitimate missions; 


When these things are accomplished, to turn 


the land over to the Mexican people for effective 
and orderly government and withdraw our mili- 
tary forces. 


The people of the United States are not in 


favor of waging war or intervention permanently 
to occupy any part of Mexican territory, provid- 
ing civilized government, that recognizes the 
common duties of every member of the family 
of nations, can be assured in any other way. 


We are not to make war on the thirteen million 


Mexican people, but upon the two hundred thou- 
sand roving assassins who have been despoiling 


officer and military authorities of all nations will 
long remember his work. His impaired health 
was not equal to the strenuous requirements of 
active campaigning and shortly after the invas- 
ion of Belgium and von Kluck's dash through 
northern France he turned over his duties to a 
younger man, von Falkenhayn. Among the war's 
tolls he will rank with General Joseph Gallieni 
and Field Marshal Kitchener. 


THE SENATORSHTP TO THE SOUTH. 


It Is thoroughly understood and accepted in 


this State that the two United States senator- 
ships shall go, one to the North, the other to 
the South. Local jealousies and rivalries have 
nothijig to do with this understanding. The 
magnitude of the State with its coast line ex- 
ceeding a thousand miles in length (if trans- 
ferred to the Atlantic Coast our State would ex- 
tend from lower Maine to the middle of Georgia 
and embrace the States of Massachusetts, Con-| 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, 
Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and most of Georgia), the marked 
diversity of sources of natural wealth, of climatic 
conditions and products, and, in consequence, the 
differing territorial needs of a land which is not 
simply a homogeneous State but a vast imperial 
domain, all these things have made this allot- 
ment of the senatorships a vital part of the 
State's unwritten constitution. 


Two years ago the South loyally conceded the 


senatorship to the North and put forth no candi- 
date^of its-own. Due to a division within the Re- 
publican party a Democrat was elected. The com- 
bined Republican and Progressive vote on the 
senatorship exceeded by 229,495 that cast for the 
successful Democratic nominee. Both the Re- 
publican and Progressive senatorial candidates 
were opposed to Democratic policies. Both advo- 
cated the Republican policy of protection. That 
a Democrat was elected by a minority vote does 
not militate in the slightest degree against the 
other fundamental fact that this year the South 
is entitled to name the successor of Senator 
Works. 


The North has not, nor is it likely to have, any 


accredited candidate against the choice of our 
Southern brethren and sisters if the South unites 
upon a true Republican. For while the North will 
not tolerate the effort of any Northern Repub- 
lican to filch the office, as little will it counte- 
nance the endeavor of any man not an out-and7 
out Republican to steal the prize. 


The election of Hughes as President is assured. 


A Republican President must have a working 
majority of Republicans in both houses of Con- 
gress, before the nation can enjoy the beneficent 
fruits of Republican rule. The Senate will be 
close. It was at a great personal sacrifice and in 
view of the importance of these considerations 
that Mr. Fairbanks consented to accept the Vice- 
Presidential nomination and so assure the elec- 
tion of two Republican senators from the State 
of Indiana, which is also the home of the 
grotesque Democratic Vice-President Marshall. 


The duty of California, therefore, is to send to 


the Senate a forthright, loyal, straightforward 
administration Republican, a man whose Re- 
publicanism is beyond question or doubt. This is 
no year for side shows, for petty spites, or purely 
personal ambitions. Roosevelt.himself by word 
and act has made it plain that all else should be 
subordinated to the imperative national necessity 
for a sweeping Republican victory-
